Senator McManus

The Proposal A ballot plan versus the 
statutory backup plan was the main 
subject in a meeting with State Senator 
George McManus and a group of area 
residents Feb. 19.

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East Jordan students explore Native American cultures

East Jordan kindergarten through sixth graders are 
getting to know some people very close to home — 
Native Americans. 

Through the elementary MAPEX program (music, 
art, phys ed and exploratory arts), the children are 
getting a closer look at the Native American cultures 
of many of their neighbors and classmates. 

“Our purpose is to honor the lives of Native Ameri- 
cans,” said exploratory arts teacher Barb Noirot. 

EJ Elementary Principal Charles Hershberger 
agreed. 

“We want to instill pride, while at the same time, 
being sensitive to Native American concems about 
stereotypes.” He emphasized that while the children 
will be exposed to authentic dance, music and stories, 
there will be no dressing up in “costumes.” Such use 
of cultural regalia could be construed as disrespect. 

Noirot explained that the four teachers of the 
MAPEX team have developed a unit of projects to 
expose the students to Native American history and 
present lifestyles through each area of expertise. 

Phys ed teacher Jamie Smith has been teaching 
Native American games, such as lacrosse, while music 
teacher Don Neidert has the children working on 
traditional songs and dances. 

Art teacher Paula Vollbach i is teaching crafts and 
beadwork. 

Noirot has presented lessons on how climate and 
geography affected the development of the different 
cultures’ housing, clothing, available food and mate- 
rials. She also had the children explore where Indian 
names came from and showed that all Indians did not 
live in teepees. 

“Our main focus is that there wasn’t just a group 
called Indians, but many nations whose cultures have 
as much variety as their names and lifestyles,” Noirot 
said. 

The children experienced a special presentation of 
Native American traditions, especially that of the 
Ojibway, or Chippewa peoples of the East Jordan 
area, East Jordan resident Arvita Walczak brought 
regalia and many types of native American furnish- 
ings to share, along with Sharon Calloway and danc- 
ers Misty Calloway and Misty Leaman. 

Walczak is an “honorary” Native American, having 
been adopted into the culture when she and her late 
husband Robert donated five acres of their East Jor- 
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dan property tothe Anishinabe Inter-tribal Council The 
council uses the land for their annual Day of the Eagle 
Pow-wow in June. 

Walczak spoke to the children of the symbolism 
and spiritualism of the native peoples, teling the story 
of the dream-catcher and medicine wheel. 

The two young dancers are both EJ students and 
eager to share their heritage and culture with class- 
mates. Calloway is a sixth grader and Leaman is in 
fifth.

After demonstating a simple two-step, the girls lead 
the rest of the children in a circle dance. The students 
enthusiastically fell in step to the rhythm of the taped 
drum music. 

The MAPEX team works together all year long, 
enhancing each others’ lessons, developing the stu- 
dents’ understanding of other. people, places and 
times. Noirot said communication is the key to suc- 
cess, forthe MAPEX team and the children they work 
with.

School superintendents speak out 


IN JUNE THE state legislature and Govemor 
Englerproudly announced that school operating prop- 


erty taxes had been eliminated. They said that schools 


were out of the millage business. It was a tune that 
carried through the fall and into the winter. If not 
property taxes, then “how to” fund schools? The 
debate raged. Plans were discussed, developed, over- 
hauled, debated, modified, thrown out, re-written. 

Finally on Christmas Eve after a marathon, two day 
session they came up with a plan. In fact two plans. A 
ballot plan or.constitutional amendment that would 
raise Sales tax by 2 cents on a dollar and a fallback or 
Statutory plan that would hike income taxes should 
the ballot fail. 

During the debate, however, legislators found out 
that they had made a serious error in their early 
calculations and said that they could no longer hold 


true to their promise to eliminate school property © 


taxes. A school property tax would have to be in- 
cluded in the plan, but at a rate much lower than 
previously existed. The idea of eliminating school 
property taxes was tossed out before it even went into 
effect. But according to legislatures schools were still 
out of the millage business. 

. The legislature had forgotten something else in 
their calculations though. They had forgotten the 
Headlee Amendment. “‘Headlee” is a constitutional 
amendment that, among other things, limits the total 
amount of money that the state can raise through all 
taxes. Because of the Headlee Amendment the legis- 
lature can’t just levy any amount of millage for 
schools. They levy has to be approved by the voters in 
each local school district. 

Now because of the legislature’s second miscalcu- 
lation, schools are not out of the millage business. In 
fact, regardless of which way the March 15 sales tax 
vote goes, schools will need local voter approval of 
between 12 and 18 mills to provide the minimum per- 
pupil dollar amount promised in either plan. Without 
voter approval at the local level the Ellsworth and 


this position. We were disappointed when the legisla- 
ture was unable to keep its promise of eliminating 


“school property taxes and we were disappointed when 


they were unable to keep their promise of taking 
schools out of the millage business. We were looking 
forward to being able to devote all of our energies to 
educating children. 

We are sure that most citizens share our disappoint- 
ment. We want the residents of Ellsworth and Central 
Lake to know that voting on future school millages is 
not our school’s choice nor desire. Because of the 
legislature’s new plans however, local millage elec- 
tions will be a necessity if we are to continue to 
provide the schools our kids deserve and our commu- 
nities have worked so hard to establish, maintain and 
expect.

ter, annual assessment increases on any saree will 
be limited to five percent or the rate of inflation, 
whichever is lower, the approval of three-quarters of 
the members serving in the Senate and House will be 
required to increase the six mills levied for school 
operating purposes. 

‘My personal bias is that the ballot plan is most 
suitable to Michigan, especially northern Michigan,” 
said McManus. His view is that while Michigan 
income tax is already the third highest in the nation 
(only New Jersey and New Hampshire are taxed at a 
higher rate,) the state sales tax is below the national

average of six percent. 

McManus asserts that sales tax would divide the 
burden more effectively than income tax. State and 
federal government retirees, including teachers and 
postal workers, who presently pay no income tax on 
their pensions, as well as out-of-state visitors would 
be sharing the costs of supporting schools. 

Other taxes included in both plans are: a real estate 
transfer increase from $1.10 per $1,000 to $1.85 per 
$1,000 in both plans; an increase on cigarettes from 
25 cents to 40 cents per pack in the statutory plan and 
75 cents per pack in the ballot plan. Both plans include 
a New tax on non-cigarette tobacco products at 16 
percent of wholesale price. 

“I fully expect the tobacco industry to lobby against 
the ballot plan,” said McManus.“ You'll see a group 
called Citizens for Fair Taxation or some such and 
they will be financed in a $2 million campaign by the 
tobacco industry.” 

Another tax changed by the statutory version will 
be the single business tax. It will increase from 2.35 
percent to 2.75 percent. Under the ballot pian, the rate 
would remain at 2.35. Interstate telephone calls would 
also be subject to increase in taxes, but only under the 
ballot plan. Calls will be taxed at six percent instead 
of the present four percent. WATS and 800 lines 
would be exempt. 

McManus believes there is a better chance of pass- 
ing Proposal A March 15 in the three southern urban 
counties that defeated Proposal A in June 1993. 

“There are more aspects that are attractive down- 
state than the other proposal had, including lower 
property and income taxes,” McManus said. 

According to McManus, the actual impact on indi- 
vidual taxpayers will depend on a combination of 
income levels, purchasing decisions, property values 
and other factors. 

“Every person will have to weigh jhose factors in 
their decision,” McManus concluded.

personnal planning to ascertain the individual effect 
of the plans. 

Bodem, a republican, supports the ballotissue. She 
indicated that she believes a sales tax increase from 
four to six percent with a state income tax decrease of 
0.2 percent as proposed in the ballot plan is better 
than the 1.4 percent increase in income tax the statute 
will put in effect. 

“You can control your purchases, but the legisla- 
ture controls the income tax. They can raise it tomor- 
row if they want,” said Bodem. “Senior citizens and . 
those with low income make their biggest purchases 
in food and medication, which aren’t taxed.” 

There are some aspects of the ballot plan Bodem 
doesn’t agree with, particularly including a tobacco 
tax and introduction of a Keno game. 

“These are not stable sources of funding for 
schools,” she said. 

She also expressed disappointment that property 
taxes are still a part of the school finance package. 

“We voted to eliminate property taxes for school 
funding. Many people are on the verge of losing their 
homes, particularly senior citizens. Young people 
can’t afford to buy their first home — we have to get 
away from reliance on property tax,” Bodem émpha- 
sized. 

While Bodem called both plans imperfect, she 
emphasized that it was a good beginning. 

“The plans are better than what we have now.”
